SEEK REVISION OF 
DEALER PLATE LAW 


Ohio Group Aroused 
Over Enforcement 


Of Present Rule 


INCINNATI, April 5.— 
Legislation looking to 
more flexible laws regulating 
plates and demonstration 
tags will be drafted for pres- 
entation in the Ohio Legis- 
lature as the result of a meet- 
ing of the Cincinnati Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association 
at the Cincinnati Club re- 
cently, at which Chalmers R. 
Wilson, commissioner of 
motor vehicles, interpreted 
the present law. The address 
of Mr. Wilson was the result 
of a vigorous campaign in- 
augurated by the State Motor 
Vehicle Department a short 
time ago, since which time 
several persons using dealer 
tags for other than demon 
stration purposes have bee 


arrested and fined. 
The campaign has worked 
hardship on two or three dealer 
In one instance a salesman for tI 
Nash-Cincinnati Company, having 
completed a demonstration an 
en route to his headquarter: 
stopped at a supply store to pur 
chase 2 small part wanted at th 
service station, and was arreste( 
and forced to pay a fine by ont 
of the fiel4a_agents from,t®<-** 44. 
bureau. ; 

Commissioner Wilson, in refer 

ring to this particular instance, de- 
clared the action was ridiculous. 
He assured the dealers of the full« 
est co-operatioin and the most 
lenient interpretation possible of 
the present law in their behalf. He 
declared that of the approximate. 
ly 5,000 dealers in Ohio perhaps 
less than half could be classed as 
legitimate business men, and ine 
sisted it was the iNegitimate dealer 
and dishonest man at whom the 
campaign was aimed. He pointed 
out the difficulty of a group of 
field agents discriminating bee 
ltween the honest man and the 
grafter, and said, of course, these 
field agents necessarily would fole 
low their instructions strictly. 

In mentioning some “don'ts” 
the commissioner told the dealers 
not to loan tags to purchasers of 
new cars, or to any one, in fact; 
to not use dealer license tags on 
commercial vehicles used in the 
dealer’s business, and under no 
circumstances should truck deal- 
ers lease or lend a truck to any 
one with one of the dealer’s li- 
cense tags attached, but declared 
a dealer or salesman completing 
a demonstration at or near his 
home had a perfect right to leave 
the car in his home garage and 

use it to drive downtown the next

It may seem as if it is an inalienable right of any one | 
to purchase and use anything that his financial condition | 


permits. This is true only in so far as his purchase and use 
does not interfere with the public safety. In many cases 


operation of old or mechanically wornout cars is dangerous 


to the community as a whole. 
The obvious and truly American way of doing this is “‘to 
pass a law.” Laws to meet this situation would have to come 


from the several states. The Federal government could not! 


claim jurisdiction over vehicles using the highways of the 


different states. Creation of state bureaus with power to) 


examine cars at fixed intervals and issue condition licenses, 
as driving licenses are now issued, would be one solution of 
the problem. Such bureaus could order repairs on any car 
before a license would be given to operate it. In cases. where 
the cost of repairs exceeded the value of the vehicle, the 


owner would probably junk his property rather than pay 


the bill for reconditioning. 


Of course, the danger of such action lies in the ineffee- 


tiveness of politica] control of such activities. It would create 
another nest of jobholders for politicians to fill. It might 
open the door to new and unpleasant types of official graft. 
Outside of these obvious dangers, there is no particular 
obstacle to handling the matter by state bureau. A portion 
of the gasoline tax returns could in many states be used to 
lefray the cost of maintaining the department. 

The second solution of the problem lies with the industry 
itself. There has long been a contention in certain quarters 
that the industry should set aside a certain amount of the 
sale price of every new car put out to establish a fund that 

viil enable the dealer to buy in and “junk” every ancient and 
fosafe car that comes to him in trade. 

To begin with, every used car is worth on an average 
about $32 as mere junk. Add to this a contribution from a 
ceneral fund and whatever allowance the dealer can mak« 
ind the cost of destroying unsafe cars would not be as much 
of a burden as might at first appear. 

It would be necessary V that e very Car so ta ken in should 
be destroyed under the supervision of a factory representa- 
tive, so that manufacturers would be certain that they wer 
setting proper returns on their investment. 

This plan for action by the industry has a double advan- 
tage. It removes the danger of creating another politically 
controlled bureau, and it is nationwide in effect. It does no‘ 
depend on the action of forty-eight different state legisla- 
tures. If we handle the matter on a basis of state legislation, 


it will take years to put any plan of action into effect. If thei} 


. industry decides to step in, the effect will be instant andj 
nationwide.
